Offices and Places, which he held under the Crown,

himſelf to ſome of the Nobility. In the mean time, the 
Queen, his Wife, being, in September, (ad Edward IV. 
deliver d of a Daughter, died in Child- bed, not with- 
out Suſpicion of being poiſon d; and the rather, that 
now he more importunately ſought to marry the Lad 
Elizabeth, the King's Daughter, than ever ; (having, 
before his Marriage with the Queen, had the ſame 
Thoughts in his Head, tho* prudently prevented by his 
Brother, as a raſh and dangerous Project) and did net 
ſtick to ſolicit a clandeſtine Marriage, (as was that with 
the deceaſed Queen ) and not till after the Ceremony, 
ask the Conſent of the King and Council.

He reſolved alſo to hae 
carried on; an Impreſſion in the Turkiſh Language:

Erives his Sirname from the County of A.- 
gyle in that Part of Great-Britain, calbd Scot. 
land, which County hath for a long time ap- 
perxrtained to the chief of the Campbelsy to 
whom it gives the Title of Eirl; a Family, whole ve- 
ry Name denotes their Valour, as lignitying the Field 
of Var; which Denomination they have, in all Ages, 
made good by their valiant Behaviour: He is the firſt 
Earfof Scotland ; and beſides the Title uf Argyle, is 
Lord Kintyre, Campbel, and Lorne; the laſt of which 
gives always Title to the eldeſt Son of the Family, 
which makes a great Figure in Scotland, becauſe of the 
Greatnels of their Clan, Number of their Vaſſals, Ho- 
nourable Allies, and Hereditary. Offices; ſuch as Ju- 
ice-General of the Shire of Argyle and the Iſles, Lord- 
Lieutenant and Sheriff of Argyle, Hereditable Maſter 
of the Houſhold, (i. e. Hereditary Lord-High-Steward 
of the Houle) to the Crown; and ſeveral other Offices 
within his own Bounds. They were Juſtice-Gene- 
rals of all Scotland, till by Contract, betwixt King 
Charles II. and the Marquis of Argyle, then Lord Lorne, 
Anno 1682, he reſigned that Office into the Kings 
Hands, and got ſecur'd to himſelf and his Poſterity, 
to be juſtice- General of Argyle, and the Iles, and where- 
ever he had Lands in Scotland. | 
The chief of the Campbels, one of this Earl's Prede- 
ceſſors, in the Year 1308, made that famous Indenture, 
yet extant, with Sir Alexander Seaton, and Sir Gilbert 
Hay, whereby they bind themſelves to ſtand, to their 
utmoſt, to the Defence of their Sovereign Lord King 
Robert Bruce, as well againſt the French and Engliſh, 
28 Scots, ſubſcribed with all their Hands and Seals, 2

even thoſe who have ſpoke with the greateſt Freedom 
of his Conduct, do not deny but he was an excellent 
Treaſurer : And indeed it muſt be an uncommon Me- 
rit, if not wholly to be aſcribed to the Uſefulneſs of his 
great Parts and Abilities, that could preſerve a Man 
thro* ſo many Changes, as to be conſtantly in Fayour 
and in Truſt in four ſucceſſive Reigns. CEN 

As he was never much affected with the Noiſe of Pub- 
lick Buſineſs, and would always tranſact Affairs with 


as much Privacy and Calmneſs as pofhible; ſo towards
